To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown,  in  the  Coun- 
ty of  Sullivan,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Charlestown  on  Tuesday,  the  eleventh  (11th)  day  of  March  next, 
at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  the  necessary  town  officers  for  their 
respective  terms. 

Art.  2.  To  consider  the  budget.  To  raise  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
poor,  laying  out  and  repairing  highways,  building  and  repairing 
bridges,  street  lighting  and  for  the  necessary  charges  arising 
within  the  town. 

Art.  3,  To  see  if  the  to\vn  will  vote  to  allow  the  selectmen 
to  deliver  the  inventory  blanks  at  the  time  of  taking  inventory. 


Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  se- 
lectmen to  borrow  on  notes  on  the  credit  of  the  town,  such  sums 
of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  current  expenses  in  an- 
ticipation of  taxes. 

To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  respect  to 
appointing  three  members  of  the  finance  committee  for  the  en- 
suing three  years. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  all  trust  funds 
received  for  perpetual  care  of  lots  in  the  cemeteries.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  se- 
lectmen to  borrow  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $4,800.00  for 
the  use  of  the  water  department;  to  replace  the  1%  inch  gal- 
vanized pipe  with  6  inch  cast  iron  pipe,  from  H.  Chase's  resi- 
dence for  a  distance  of  approximately  1400  feet;  this  money  to 
be  repaid  out  of  earnings  of  the  water  department.  (Requested 
by  water  commission). 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $400.00;  this  money  to  be  used  by  the  sewer  de- 
partment to  install  catch  basins  and  ditching  the  area  south  of 
the  John  Davis,  Jr.,  residence  on  Cummings  Avenue. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  plan  for 
extending  to  employees  of  the  town  the  benefits  of  title  II  of  the 
Federal  Social  Security  Act  (Old  Age  and  Survivor's  Insurance  . 
as  authorized  by  Chapter  2:34  of  the  Laws  of  1951  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400.00  to  defray  the  town's  share 
of  the  cost  thereof.

Town  road  aid  is  work  done  on  Class  5  roads,  these  roads 
are  mail  and  school  bus  routes.  $6,164.45  was  expended  on  this 
work  in  1951,  and  the  town's  share  of  this  expense  was  $1,014.15, 
the  state  furnished  the  balance  of  this  money.  The  work  was 
done  on  the  Unity  road,  and  was  under  the  supervision  of  a  State 
highway  engineer  from  the  Keene  office.  Mr,  Kenneth  Whitney 
was  the  state  timekeeper  on  this  job.  His  report  shows  that: 

200  trees  were  cut  and  removed.  This  does  not  include  small 
trees  and  brush. 

3615  yards  of  gravel  were  put  on  this  road. 

Culverts  installed  totalled  196  feet  of  various  sizes. 

This  location  was  decided  upon  to  prevent  a  repetition  of  the 
extensive  damage  done  by  the  wind  and  rain  storm  of  the 
Thanksgiving  week-end,  1950.

We,  the  undersigned  Auditors  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown, 
have  examined  the  accounts  as  set  forth  in  the  accompanying 
schedules  of  the  Selectmen,  Town  Treasurer,  Treasurer  of  the 
Silsby  Free  Library,  Water   Commissioners,  Town   Clerk,   Tax 
Collector,  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds,  and  other  Town  Officers,  and 
find  them  correct  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge.

During  the  past  summer  167  children  registered  at  the 
swimming  pool.  Of  these,  17  attended  three  or  more  swimming 
lessons.  The  progress  among  the  age  group  of  6  through  10  was 
really  amazing.  A  few  progressed  from  non-swimmers  to  swim- 
mers during  a  10  week  period. 

Kurt  Foshey  spent  his  first  summer  as  life  guard  and  did  an 
excellent  job. 

The  old  bath  house  was  torn  down  because  of  deterioration 
and  a  new  structure  is  being  planned  for  the  spring.  The  other 
pressing  needs  are  new  flash  gates. 

Otherwise  our  problems  remain  the  same,  need  of  (1)  more 
water  (2)  new  bottom,  and  (3)  toilet  facilities.  All  of  these  are 
major  projects  that  need  greater  financial  backing  than  we  have 
at  present. 

Lastly,  I  offer  a  suggestion  of  importance  in  my  mind.  The 
town  has  a  rapidly  gi"owing  teen  age  problem  that  must  be 
faced  within  the  next  year  or  two.  I  feel  something  has  to  be 
done  to  meet  the  problem.  I  recommend  that  a  committee  of 
townspeople,  representative  of  government,  business,  parenthood 
and  education,  be  formulated  and  that  they  outline  the  situation 
and  present  it  to  the  people. 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  TO  STUDY  THE 
TOWN  MANAGER  SYSTEM  FOR  CHARLESTOWN 


The  long  report  of  the  committee  to  study  the  Town  Mana- 
ger system  for  Charlestown  has  already  received  publicity  and 
is  posted  on  the  bulletin  board.  The  following  is  a  condensation 
of  the  recommendations  of  the  committee. 

Charlestown  is  on  the  borderline  for  efficiency  of  the  Town 
Manager  system.  To  break  even  with  the  present  cost  of  admini- 
stration a  Town  Manager  would  have  to  do  the  work  of  several 
of  the  present  officials  for  about  half  of  his  salary  and  show  a 
considerable  saving  in  the  management  of  the  town  for  the  other 
half.  This  committee  finds  that  the  present  officers  are  giving 
their  services  for  very  reasonable  salaries  and  doubts  if  a  Town 
Manager  could  find  many  new  ways  to  save.  The  committee  sug- 
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gests  that  the  selectmen  continue  to  look  for  economies.  This 
committee  feels  that  its  greatest  accomplishment  has  been  to 
bring  gripes  out  into  the  open  where  they  could  be  answered. 
It  therefore  recommends  the  election  of  two  committees  to  make 
a  broader  study  of  the  problems  of  the  town  and  to  create  a 
more  general  understanding,  a)  Town  Road  and  Eqiiipment — To 
make  a  long  range  care  and  improvement  plan,  using  to  best 
advantage  the  money  available  from  state  and  local  sources  and 
to  make  decisions  on  selection  of  new  equipment,  use  and  re- 
pair of  current  equipment,  b)  Town  Development — To  study  the 
probable  development  of  the  town  and  coordination  of  facilities 
to  keep  in  step,  water  supply,  sewage  disposal,  streets,  schools, 
new  residential  developments,  new  business. 

The  committee  recommend  that  the  selectmen  study  the 
problem  of  better  provision  for  fireproof  storage  of  town  records. 
The  committee  believes  that  clerical  help  is  needed  more 
than  administi-ative.  It  therefore  suggests  that  at  some  future 
time  the  voters  seriously  consider  electing  one  person  to  serve 
as  tax,  water,  sewer  collector,  town  clerk  and  assistant  to  the 
selectmen.

One  case  of  polio  was  reported  and  one  case 
of  TB  meningitis. 

The  usual  routine  water  analysis  have  been  conducted  with 
satisfactory  reports. 

Several  compUants  have  been  investigated  and  given  atten- 
tion. The  health  officer  is  ready  at  all  times  to  investigate  real 
causes  for  compliant  but  should  not  be  expected  to  give  too  much 
attention  to  "spite"  or  "don't  let  anyone  know  that  it  was  me 
who  complained,"  complaints.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


In  this  year  of  world  tension  and  strife,  we  can  be  grateful 
that  our  educational  system  remains  strong,  that  our  boys  and 
girls  can  continue  to  enjoy  twelve  years  of  free  public  education. 
Probably  this  is  so  because  the  majority  of  our  people  recognize 
that  education  for  democracy  should  have  a  high  priority  in  our 
efforts  to  maintain  our  ideals  of  citizenship  and  government. 

However,  we  are  faced  with  acute  problems  in  maintaining 
and  improving  our  educational  institutions  in  this  time  of  infla- 
tion, shortages  and  world  dissension.  In  New  Hampshire  and 
particularly  in  our  Union  No.  5,  most  of  the  solutions  await  a 
major  decision  on  financial  support.  We  are  reaching  a  crisis  in 
many  of  our  towns  where  the  real  estate  tax  alone  cannot  pro- 
vide sufficient  funds. 

The  General  Court  changed  the  formula  for  state  support  of 
schools  during  its  last  session.  The  new  formula's  purpose  is 
to  equalize  the  tax  effort  throughout  the  state.  It  is  an  impi*ove- 
ment  but  some  inequities  remain.  Chiefly,  it  fails  to  recognize 
the  difference  in  transportation  costs.  Some  districts  must  trans- 
port practically  every  pupil  over  back  roads,  at  great  distances. 
Other  towns  with  equal  or  greater  financial  ability  have  their 
school  populations  centered  aroimd  the  school  buildings  and  this 
expense  is  relatively  small.  There  is  certainly  nothing  equitable 
about  this  problem  as  it  relates  to  high  school  pupils.  In  most 
rural  areas,  these  pupils  have  to  find  their  own  means  of  get- 
ting to  school,  often  at  great  expense  to  parents.  In  larger  com- 
munities, the  majority  need  walk  only  short  distances.  A  large 
share  of  the  cost  of  transporting  school  pupils  is  provided  by 
some  of  the  states.  The  formula  provides  for  a  better  means  of 
fund  distribution  as  far  as  it  goes.  Yet  it  is  only  in  partial  ef- 
fect because  the  General  Court  appropriated  half  enough  funds 
to  maintain  it.  , 

Unwilling  to  be  classed  as  one  who  gives  destructive  cri- 
ticism, I  venture  my  recommendations.  In  place  of  our  $600,000 
state  support  program,  we  should  have  a  $3,000,000  assistance 
program.  Approximately  $1,000,000  of  this  should  be  used  to 
aid  needy  communities  in  building,  divided  in  such  a  way  as  to 
give  some  impetus  to  cooperative  districts.  A  considerable  por- 
tion of  the  amount  should  be  earmarked  to  equalize  transporta- 
tion costs  and  make  district  transportation  of  high  school  pu- 
pils possible.  The  balance  can  be  divided  generously  under  the 
present  equalization  formula,  with  a  portion  set  aside  for  emer- 
gency situations.  The  whole  program  should  be  provided  after  a 
thorough  examination   of  the   state   tax  structure.   Some  new 
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form  of  equitable  tax  must  be  devised,  and  the  sooner  the  bet- 
ter. We  have  a  clear  choice,  it  seems  to  me,  between  such  a 
program  for  New  Hampshire  or  bankruptcy  for  our  small  com- 
munities. Our  neighboring  state  of  Vermont  has  a  program  of 
state  support  totaling  $2,700,000,  and  Maine  provides  over  $6,- 
000,000.  New  Hampshire,  vnth  a  higher  per  capita  income  than 
either  of  its  nenghbors,  can  support  this  healthy  contribution. 

If  there  are  people  who  feel  that  educational  costs  are  ex- 
orbitant and  we  are  not  getting  our  money's  worth,  they  might 
consider  these  facts.  The  percentage  of  our  national  income 
spent  on  schools  has  decreased  from  approximately  four  per 
cent  a  few  years  ago  to  less  than  two  per  cent  at  present.  This 
is  far  less  than  the  proportion  spent  in  Russia  and  England. 
Our  total  yearly  costs  in  New  Hampshire  are  about  equal  to 
the  cost  of  two  large  bombers.  We  spend  more  in  America  for 
our  liquor  than  our  education.  The  anticipated  deficit  in  the 
President's  federal  budget,  about  $15,000,000,000  for  one  year, 
is  about  equal  to  the  total  cost  of  all  new  school  buildings  and 
plant  modernization  needed  throughout  United  States,  for  great- 
ly increased  school  enrollments. 

(1)  "Individual  freedom  and  national  strength  depend  upon 
the  clear  thinking  of  informed  citizens.  The  part  which  our  na- 
tional school  system,  both  public  and  private  and  from  elemen- 
tary grades  through  professional  and  technical  schools,  can  play 
in  preparing  Americans  to  meet  present  and  future  problems  is 
being  jeopardized  by  inadequate  financial  support." 

We  have  made  a  great  deal  of  progress  in  school  plants  by 
completing  one  new  school,  and  improving  all  others  in  the  eight 
towns.  However,  only  four  districts  now  have  adequate  build- 
ings, and  the  efforts  in  the  other  communities  to  provide  some- 
thing better  are  being  defeated  by  inflation. 

Charlestown  has  a  lovely  new  junior-senior  high  school.  Cur- 
rently it  would  cost  $300,000  to  build.  Our  indebtedness  is$195,000. 
Holden  School  has  been  converted  to  a  nice  elementary  building 
that  can  house  three  hundred  pupils  without  crowding.  Automa- 
tic heat  has  eliminated  several  problems.  Acworth  School  Dis- 
trict has  completed  its  work  in  changing  the  town  school  to  a 
modern  two-room  structure,  one  of  the  best  in  the  area.  We  have 
redecorated  the  interior  of  the  Sarah  Porter  School  in  Langdon 
and  have  just  added  automatic  oil  heat.  The  two  schools  of  Unity 
now  have  automatic  heating,  with  a  completely  new  central  plant 
at  Center  School.  Minor  improvements  have  been  made  in  Gos- 
hen, Lempster,  Croydon  and  Cornish.  In  Lempster  and  Cornish, 
taxpayers  and  interested  groups  are  accumulating  reserve  funds, 
hoping  the  day  for  new  schools  will  soon  arrive.

The  boards  of  each  district  have  approved  increased  salaries 
for  our  teachers.  I  strongly  recommend  these  increases  in  spite 
of  high  taxes.  Generally,  the  level  of  salaries  in  Union  5  is  be- 
low that  of  some  surrounding  unions.  Teachers  should  have  sal- 
ary consideration  to  offset  increased  taxes  and  living  costs. 
This  coming  year  may  see  the  teacher  shortage  reaching  its 
peak.  I  hope  we  can  find  competent,  energetic  teachers  for  every 
school.  I  am  indeed  grateful  for  the  loyalty  and  effort  of  our 
teaching  staff  in  Union  5.  I  urge  parents  to  get  better  acquainted 
with  them  and  extend  to  them  the  respect  and  appreciation  that 
is  their  due. 

All  of  us  who  know  Mrs.  Hasham,  our  school  nurse,  regret 
deeply  that  she  has  reached  retirement  age  and  must  leave  the 
service  of  our  boys  and  girls.  Her  kindnesses  have  made  a  place 
for  her  in  the  hearts  of  the  people  in  Union  5. 

At  every  district  meeting,  we  elect  a  new  school  board  mem- 
ber or  two  and  charge  our  officers  with  carrying  out  our  wishes. 
We  hope  that  they  can  provide  improvements,  and  often  ex- 
pect these  to  be  accomplished  with  extremely  limited  funds.  I 
want  to  emphasize  that  our  school  board  members  are  striving 
their  utmost  to  provide  the  best  schools  possible  wdth  the  funds 
available.  They  spend  long  hours  each  month  determining  the 
best  policies  and  guiding  educational  affairs  according  to  school 
law  in  the  most  economical  means.  They  are  more  deserving  of 
your  praise  than  your  criticisms. 

In  spite  of  minor  emergencies,  increased  enrollments  and 
inflation,  we  probably  will  close  the  books  in  every  district  in 
June  vnthout  deficiencies. 

Our  new  budgets  again  are  higher.  Two  major  increases 
are  in  teachers"  salaries  and  tuition  costs,  neither  of  which  we 
can  control.  We  have  prepared  honest  budgets,  and  we  shall 
strive  to  live  within  them.  We  are  practicing  every  economy 
possible,  consistent  with  good  education. 

I  am  grateful  for  your  faith,  your  kindnesses,  your  finan- 
cial support.  Though  the  cost  is  high,  we  must  continue  to  be- 
lieve in  our  children  and  prepare  them  as  adequately  as  we  can 
for  the  hectic  times  emerging.

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HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 


The  educational  picture  in  Charlestown  has,  in  a  year, 
changed  from  a  period  of  anticipation  to  one  of  realization,  as 
far  as  the  physical  set-up  of  school  is  concerned.  With  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  new  building,  some  new  personnel,  the  com- 
pletion of  loose  ends  on  exterior  and  interior,  and  the  setting- 
up  of  a  new  shop  (the  old  equipment  having  been  destroyed  by 
fire),  one  can  readily  see  that  the  school  has  undergone  consider- 
able reorganization.  This  reorganization  has  meant  becoming 
adjusted  to  our  increased  facilities  and  enrollment  with  the  same 
number  of  personnel. 

As  we  live  in  a  changing  world,  our  curricula  must  change 
accordingly,  without  losing  the  basic  fundamentals.  With  this 
emphasis  in  mind,  the  curricula  are  constantly  evaluated.  We 
offer  a  broader  curriculum  than  most  schools  of  comparative  size. 
The  five  curricula  offered  are  (1)  The  commercial,  offering 
training  for  work  in  certain  types  of  positions  in  offices  and 
stores;  (2)  Home  economics,  providing  basic  training  for  home- 
making,  buying,  interior  descorating,  dress  designing,  groom- 
ing, and  child  care  and  development;  (3)  Industrial  arts,  mak- 
ing available  basic  training  in  woodworking,  machine  and  al- 
lied trades;  (4)  The  general,  affording  an  opportunity  to  se- 
lect subjects  which  will  provide  a  good  educational  background 
for  those  pupils  who  do  not  have  specific  vocational  aims;  (5) 
The  college  preparatory,  providing  an  opportunity  to  select 
subjects  specified  by  colleges  as  requirements  for  admission. 
The  enrollment  in  the  various  courses  in  this  curriculum  is 
small.  It  has  been  felt  necessary  and  justifiable,  however,  to 
continue  all  of  its  subjects. 

Our  music  program  has  expanded  a  great  deal  in  the  last 
few  years.  We  have  75%  of  the  pupils  in  Glee  Clubs  and  a 
large  percentage  in  orchestra  and  band.  We  now  boast  a  senior 
band  and  orchestra,  also  a  junior  band  and  orchestra.  Because 
a  need  was  recognized  three  years  ago  for  additional  instru- 
mental training,  the  program  was  set  up,  and  today  we  are 
realizing  the  results  of  it. 

Again  this  year  we  are  sending  our  outstanding  musicians 
to  the  State  Festival,  and  we  have  fifteen  accepted.  In  previous 
years,  less  than  half  this  number  have  gone.  Plans  are  being 
made  for  a  spring  concert  to  be  held  in  our  high  school  this 
year  with  the  combined  glee  clubs,  orchestras,  and  bands  of 
several  high  schools  in  this  area  participating. 
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The  hot  iunch  program  has  grown  tremendously  this  year. 
We  have  an  excellent  group  of  adult  workers  as  well  as  stu- 
dent assistants.  At  present,  we  are  serving  an  average  of  260 
meals  daily,  feeding  approximately  half  of  all  the  children  in 
the  village  schools.  In  view  of  the  rise  in  costs,  we  believe  that 
we  have  kept  the  fee  charged  for  the  hot  lunch  at  a  minimum. 

The  gymnasium  is  in  constant  use  with  physical  education 
classes,  noon-hour  recreation,  basketball  for  grade  pupils 
through  high  school.  Dramatics,  music  and  special  programs  are 
all  part  of  the  busy  schedule. 

Our  athletic  teams  have  been  outstanding.  Last  year,  our 
boys'  basketball  and  baseball  teams  enjoyed  undefeated  seasons. 
Another  fine  record  is  being  established  this  year. 

Although  many  parents  have  visited  school,  I  wish  that 
more  of  them  would  visit  the  various  classrooms,  to  confer  with 
the  teachers  about  the  mutual  problems  concerning  their  chil- 
dren. I  should  certainly  welcome  a  conference  vidth  any  parent 
and  I  should  appreciate  any  suggestions  which  would  help  to 
improve  the  curriculum. 

I  vdsh  to  thank  Superintendent  John  Day  for  the  loyalty, 
suggestions  and  sincere  cooperation  that  he  has  so  kindly  ex- 
tended to  all  teachers  and  to  me  during  the  year.  I  am  grateful 
to  the  School  Board  for  their  official  backing  and  support  in  the 
many  problems  pertaining  to  the  operation  of  our  school.  I 
have  appreciated  the  wholehearted  cooperation  of  the  faculty 
in  carrying  out  our  curricula  and  extra-curricular  program  and 
the  many  other  activities  connected  with  the  school. 

There  is  sincere  effort  being  made  to  offer  the  pupils  of 
the  Charlestown  high  school  a  program  that  will  more  fully 
meet  their  needs  and  to  assist  them  in  becoming  our  thinking 
citizens  of  the  future.

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HOLDEN  SCHOOL'S  PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 


The  present  generation  of  children  will  leave  our  schools  to 
enter  a  highly  organized  world  in  which  they  will  have  to  assume 
many  responsibilities.  Holden  school  has  attempted  to  stress 
the  need  for  each  pupil  to  develop  a  strong  set  of  ideals  which 
will  give  them  the  stamina  to  accept  the  responsibilities  thrust 
upon  them  by  society. 

The  Holden  school  has  maintained  a  high  degree  of  organ- 
ization and  discipline,  giving  the  pupils  freedom  to  criticize,  im- 
prove, and  carry  out  the  discipline  necessary  to  a  well  organized 
school,  through  their  school  clubs  and  the  AAA  School  Patrol. 

The  school  has  attempted  to  give  every  child  the  necessary 
abilities  to  find  his  place  in  society.  Emphasis  has  been  placed 
on  reading.  Where  the  pupil  has  not  grasped  the  subject  in  the 
basal  reading  course,  remedial  measures  have  been  taken  and 
have  been  quite  successful.  Ability  and  understanding  have  been 
developed  in  arithmetic,  language,  science  and  social  studies.  The 
new  Kittle  system  of  penmanship  has  been  placed  in  each  grade. 
In  our  social  studies  program,  we  have  stressed  the  need  for  an 
appreciation  of  our  heritage  and  a  deep  understanding  of  better 
human  relations. 

The  teachers  of  Holden  school  have  maintained  a  spirit  of 
cooperation  and  understanding  that  has  not  been  surpassed  by 
any  other  group  with  whom  I  have  had  the  privilege  to  work.

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SCHOOL  NURSE'S  REPORT 


There  are  many  signs  that  lead  us  to  believe  that  the  health 
and  development  of  the  children  has  very  much  improved  in  my 
twenty-one  years  of  service  as  your  school  nurse.  The  change 
for  good  is  a  credit  to  the  parents  and  to  the  teachers  of  the 
children  and  we  like  to  believe  the  result  of  the  school  health 
program. 

Along  with  the  daily  routine  work,  there  have  been  addi- 
tional demands  to  meet.  We  work  closely  with  other  health  and 
welfare  agencies  that  have  been  of  tremendous  help  to  us.  On  a 
few  occasions,  we  have  had  the  assistance  of  physicians  in  our 
program  for  better  health,  Tliis  year  again,  we  appreciate  Dr. 
Willard's  assistance — his  examination  of  most  of  the  high  school 
students.  This  is  a  happy  time  for  the  students  who  pass  the 
test.  This  group  has  an  intelligent  understanding  of  good  health 
— how  to  achieve  it  and  how  to  keep  it. 

We  have  in  our  files  a  long  list  of  corrected  visions.  The  list 
of  children  who  have  had  treatment  and  corrected  hearing  is  not 
small. 

Our  records  show  that  many  of  the  pupils  who  pass  through 
your  schools  have  had  complete  dental  care,  either  during  the 
clinics  at  school  or  at  the  clinics  held  in  the  dentist's  office.  These 
clinics  are  continuing  now  in  1952.  Our  records  show  complete  re- 
covery from  rheumatic  fever,  found  at  school.  We  also  have  rec- 
ords of  children  who  were  treated  for  mental  illness.  Some  are 
still  in  institutions.  Our  records  of  tonsillectomies  —  a  part  of 
the  national  child  recovery  program  in  1933,  which  has  continued 
through  the  years  —  is  long.  The  orthopedic  list  in  our  files  is 
active.  We  are  grateful  to  the  New  Hampshire  Crippled  and 
Handicapped  Children  Society.  This  service  has  monthly  clinics 
open  to  school  nurses  for  the  treatment  of  needy  children. 

Your  school  nurse  has  attended  periodic  workshops  for 
knowledge  of  new  trends.  The  work  is  not  done.  There  are  new 
problems  arising  every  day.  My  part  in  this  important  sei'vice 
has  nearly  ended.  Thanks  to  all  who  have  made  it  a  pleasant  and 
worthwhile  cai'eer.

THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  School  District  in  the  Town  of 
Charlestown  qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
District  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  1952,  at  two  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing- 
three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  fix  compensation  of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the 
district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or 
officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation 
to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and  ap- 
propriate for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  district
